JAPAN. 
HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

The Hrogo News says:—The Japanese Government appear to 
to be in earnest about carrying out the scheme of connectin 
Tsurunga with the Hiogo and Osaka Railway. We hear on go 
authority that they have persuaded four of the principal mer- 
chants in Kioto to “ take an interest ” in the undertaking to the 
handsome figure of 150,000 rioseach. If they are proportionatel 
successful with the minor merchants of the sacred city and wit 
the merchant princes of Osaka, they ought to be able to make up 
a good portion of the $2,200,000 which the line is estimated to 
cost. 





FIFTEEN DAYS LATER, VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The extra Pacific Mail steamer Arizona arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on the 7th inst. with dates from Yokohama to Sept. 13. 
The following is the summary of news telegraphed to the New 
York papers, which must be read with certain allowances :— 

The Japanese Government has issued a decree wiping out the 
position of Daimios. This reduces people who have been rulers 
for over three hundred years to the position of the common 
people, and immediately annexes their territories to the Govern- 
ment. ‘There is no lopger any aristocracy or religion except 
through the Mikado, 

The Japanese man-of-war .Vitsix went to Hakodadi, where the 
Russian vessels should have met the Embassy for St. Petersburg ; 
but after waiting a month she sailed for Yedo. The Russians 
have annexed the entire Saghalien Islands, and the Embassies 
have been unable to alter it. 

The new coin from the Mint is refused at the Custom-house, 
except at a heavy discount, which causes great distrust. 

The Japanese merchants grieve cver the deterioration of silk 
and the decline in trade, which is caused by the unskilful and 
careless manner in which the silk is prepared for market. The 
merchants have asked the Chamber of Commerce to assist them 
in establishing an inspection house, where all the silk unfit for 
market will be returned to the interior. The Japanese merchants 
threaten to burn half the stock of silkworm eggs, and so force the 
market. Tea is declining. Silk—large’ settlements have been 
made at $20 advance. 

The decision of the Acting Secretary of State, upholding the 
Japanese Government in closing Van Reed’s Stock-Exchange at 
Yedo, and asserting that, though lawful in America, yet every 
nation is the judge of what laws are required to preserve the 
morals of its people, has created much comment among all classes 
of foreigners as affecting their Treaty rights with this Govern- 
ment. Five Stock establishments of other naticnalities and 
twenty native establishments are in operation, with the sanction 
of the Government. An appeal will be made to Washington to 
uphold the Treaty rights, granting the same facilities to American 
trade as are accorded to other nationalities. 

Coolies are constantly employed on the railroad between Yoko- 
hama and Yedo. The first locomotive run over the road—three 
miles, to Kanagawa—attracted great attention, The road from 
Osaka to Kobe progresses rapidly, and a new line of sixty miles, 
costing $2,000,000, running thrgugh Kioto to Tsurga, is contem- 
plated. 


CHINA. 
5-5 
TIENTSIN, 

The Tientsin correspondents of the North China Herald, writ. 
ing under date the 19th and 23rd August, states that the present 
inundation extends to the south to beyond tl.e Yellow river, and 
to the north nearly to the Great Wall, with an average breadth of 
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a 
Starvation from this stretch of country being flooded is enormous. 
On the evening of the 18th a mark was put at the level of the 
water of the west plain, and next morning the mark was found 
covered with two-eighths of an inch, thus showing the waters of 
the adjoining plains still rising, notwithstanding that there had 
been no rain since daylight of the 15th. 

During the last two days the water in the west lain remained 
very much about the same height ; some say it has gone down 
seven-tenths of an inch, but the direction of the wind would 
canse such a slight difference. It was expected the whole district 
would be turned into a lake, till winter brings ice and northerly 
gales. Rain fell again on the 22nd, but it appears that the Cii- 
nese always expect rain on the seventh day of the seventh moon ; 
and last night’s was only a shower, so it was hoped the wet season 
was over. But the harm was done; and the distress among the 
country people during the winter, from want of fuel no less than 
from want of food, will be very great. The local authorities and 
gentry were doing all they could to provide relief, and a society 
was formed, of which the committee were the Salt Commissioner, 
the territorial Taoutai, and the leading gentry and merchants. 
Her Majesty’s Consul intends to send round a circular asking his 
countrymen to subscribe. ‘There was great mortality amongst the 
inhabitants of the villages in the plains inundated. 

Some 270 Ji, from Tientsin, and further in the interior, where 
no inundations existed, the crops of millet, beans, peas, &c., were 
looking very promising, and the peasants expected to reap guod 
harvests this year. 





SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port are to the Ist Sept. The P. and 0. mail 
of 14th July arrived out on the 27th August, and the following 
French mail of 21st July was expected on the 2nd Sept. The 
following is the summary of news from the’Worth China Ierald 
of ist Sept. :— 


The strange nature of the Chinese climate, which seems to re- 
sult in alternate seasons of drought and flood, was perhaps never 
better exemplified than this season. The oscillation of wet and dry 
periods between the North and centre of China would scem in fact 
to be the rule. Looking back for a series of some four years, 
beavy floods have had to be recalled in Chekcang, Kiangsu or 
Hunan ; while in the North the usual harvests were witheld from 
the want of a due supply of rain to moisten the parched fields ; 
and inland communication, in the absence of proper roads, 
became almost impossible, owing to the drying up of the water- 
courses. For some years back the authorities at Peking and 
‘Tientsin have prayed earnestly for rain, while those in the more 
ventral provinces have, with fasts, implored the rain-god to spare 
from excess of favours their crops and houses. This year, the 
reverse has been the case; the cotton crops, which at ono time 
promised a yield if possible more abundant than last season, seem 
now to be scarcely up to the average, while a general want of 
water prevents the due irrigation of the rice fields. All through 
Ohekeang and partially in Kiangsu, fasts have been proclaimed ; 
the angry deity is to be propitiated by an abstinence from whole- 
some food, and the silly prohibition which consigns to useless 
waste the greater portion of the central provinces is still 
further to be forced on a people willing, if permitted, to re- 
store to pasture large districts now uscless for the suste- 
nance of human life. Yet, after all, this alternation of exces- 
sive extremes seems to be explicable on very simple natural 
principles. The division between the region of the monsoons 
and the variable winds of the north temperate zone happens 
to run through the north of China. Along this division line the 
warm and moist equatorial winds, which produce the monsoon, 
meet with the more or less cold or parched winds of the variable 
zone ; the reduction of temperature ensuing loosens the moisture 
contained in the atmosphere, which falls down in abundant rain. 
The division line is not, however, invariable ; in fact, it is difficult 
to conceive how it could he so. A slight variation in the climate 
of Australia, the deflection of an equatorial current in the Lust 
India islands, the result of an earthquake or a volcanic crup- 
tion—may cause the division line to advance or recede a few 
degrees. ‘his year the unusual strength of the summer mon- 
soon has ‘ caused its prevalence further north than usual, 
so that the boundary line which usually passes through Che- 
keang or Kiangse has moved as far north as Shantung and 
Pechihli. We have, in fact, experienced the usual summer cli- 
mate of Fohkien or Kwantung, while the border line has ad- 
vanced some four or six degrces to the north of its usual line. It 
is of course impossible from merely local expericnce to calculate 
on the causes of this unusual strength and consequently northern 
exteusion of the monsoon ; but w careful study of the climatic 
influences and physical phenomena of the districts lying near 
or south of the Kquator would probably result in a better know- 
ledge of the hidden causes of the present unusual season. Onc 
thing we may, however, learn, even from our limited experience 
here, and that is that it is no merely local cause which iniluences 
such things. The whole world is so bound together—nay, even 
s0 correlated with distinct spheres—that the northern extension 
of the rainy border line of the monsoon, and the consequent un- 
usual floods in the north of China, can only be looked upon as 





tending beyond our globe itself. Seen from such a point of view, 
how useless are the miserable and petulant appeals to the Rain- 
deity which, under different forms, are now being offered up in 
Chekeang and Pechihli. We remember a tale of an old Scottish 
parson who, when asked to pray for rain, said he was very willing 
to meet the wishes of his congregetion, but did not think it was 
much use so long as the wind remained in the present quarter. 
The Chinese mandarins are in much the same case. If, instead of 
ordering fasts, these supposed protectors of the people would keep 
their dykes in order, and lessen the chances of such extremes by 
encouraging the planting of trees over the now burnt up or 
deluged plains of North China—they would be acting more 
practically, 

A volunteer parade was held a few nights ago, but “did not, 
unfortunately, go oft so well as the fine weather of the past day 
or two had augured would be the case. There was a fair muster, 
some hundred and fifty men of all ranks being on the ground; 
but just at the hour appointed for assembly the wind went round 
from south to north, and big threatening drops fell. A few 
minutes only were wasted, and then the resolution of the men 
was almost unanimously given for carrying out the programme, 
weather or no. A cessation of hostilities on the part of the 
clouds encouraged the companies to fall in, when they were 
marched down to the French Bund and up the?Rue du Consulat, 
with the object, we believe, of drilling on the ground beyond the 
French Concession. But the rain set in again, with every inten- 
tion apparently of making a night of it, and after a few ma- 
nouvres the force returned home, and was dismissed, thoroughly 
drenched. The Artillery and Rangers also appeared, but did not 
join in any movements with the infantry corps, and were dis- 
missed early. 

Much has been said lately about Chinese suspiciousness [of 
priests, whether native or foreign, and of the restrictions which 
they attempt to place upon women going to joss-houses or 
churches, An jllustrative case occurred on Saturday. Some 
persons observed a woman go to one of the priests’ rooms ina 
joss-house off the Maloo, and gave an alarm which brought to- 
gether the whole neighbourhood. The delinquents were bound and 
handed over to the police. Both denied that there was anything 
wrons in the circumstances ; the woman alleging that she was en- 
gaged in the innocent but rather hopcless endeavour to collect a 
debt of $30 from the priest, for which reasons he had gone to his 
apartment, when the crowd instantly rushed in. The priest said 
the woman was at the foot of the stair when the crowd gathered 
in, and in their impetuous entrance forcibly bore her to his room. 
The husband of the suspect repudiated the allegation sought to 
be fastened on his spouse ; and the mandarin observed that it 
would have been more advisable if a debt were duc that the 
husband should have collected it. ‘Tho excitement ran very high, 
but the bonze was safe iu the hands of the police, and was ulti- 
mately bailed by the head of the joss-house. He had no sooner 
got away, however, than he ended the difficulty and his own life 
by taking opium. 

A scheme has been suggested for removing the obstacle to local 
inter-communication offered by the Soochow Creek, as well as 
solving the vexed question uf Bridge monopoly. This is no less 
than the diversion of the creek from its present bed to a channel 
which should skirt Hongkew and debouch on the Wongpoo, below 
that part of the Foreign Settlements. The scheme is not, of course, 
without its difficulties, though, we fancy, these are hardly of an 
enginecring character, but the advantages from carrying it 
out are various} and considerable. The matter of cost, which pre- 
sents itself as the prime consideration, would, it is thought, be 
met by the value of the land reclaimed, while proprietors of land 
on the banks of the new channel would be largely benefited, if not 
wholly repaid for any sacrifice, by the increased value likely to 
arise from the localisation of much of the traffic from the creek 
in the native quarter of Hlongkew. As this traffic, however, is 
now mostly carried on at the native city, it might also be neces- 
sary to provide a less distant outlet for a portion of it—junkmen 
would certainly demur to doubling the Hongkew peninsula thus 
created ; but this could be partly met by deepening the Defence 
Ditch, and keeping it and the Yang-king-pang in a fairly navi- 
gable state. The community would, if the change were carried 
out, be rid of two troublesome facts, the chow-chow water and the 
bridge, though whether tho ‘laoutai’s charter secures the Bridge 
company against the cffects of a scheme so blighting to its mono- 
poly is another question. ‘The convenience of having the settle- 
ments one and undivided, territorially as well as municipally, and 
of uniting more closely the great import wharvos with the hongs 
in the English Settlement, are points upon which it is almost un- 
necessary to enlarge. We have very little hope of seeing the idea 
carried out, but have jotted it down as we heard it sketched. 

Le Nowvelliste says Li-chan-su, one of the heroes of the late 
Yangchow affair, has been decapitated at Nganking, by order of 
the Emperor. We have heard nothing of the matter ourselves, 
and only quote our contemporary’s statement. We have heard, 
however, on pretty good authority, that Chen-kwo-jui passed 
through Yangchow a weck or two ago, on his way to Peking, in- 
stead of remaining under surveillance in Anhwei, as the Imperial 
edict ordered. But Chinese news in these matters ia never very 
reliable. 

We subjoin a copy and rough translation of a sort of epigram- 
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attracting some attention. It seems tobe obscure enough to leave 
them rather doubtful as to its meaning, but causes therefore the 
more excitement. 

O’er this land of peace and rest, 

Trouble rises like the tide ; 

And the year sixteen® demands 

That we prepare on every side. 

Now await the coming years 

Of Lung, Shay, and stalking Mat 

When five nations will convulse 

Our flowery land—Chung Hwa. 
So far as we can make out, the idea seems to be that two poli- 
tical crises are impending in China; one, during this present 
sixteenth year of the Emperor Tungche, which may be averted 
by firmness ; another, during the years 1880, 1881, 1882, when 
five nations will attack China. In the latter case we shall be 
sorry for China. 

The barque Norfolk, of 264 tons register, with all her equip- 
ment, has been gold by auction for Tls. 3,250. 

The British ship Her Majesty, which sailed from Foochow, tea 
laden, for London, was caught in the recent typhoon very soon 
after getting out of the Min, and had to cut away her masts. 
Thus disabled she was unable to make Foochow again, and has 
run up to Shanghai] to refit. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes that the water in the West 
Plain has fallen two-tenths of an inch, and in the East Plain five 
inches. No rain has fallen since the 23rd, nor is there any ap- 

nce of a renewed fall. Many human bodies are floating 
about the East Plain, and it is feared that many of those who 
have escaped will soon die of starvation. Charity cannot feed 
the population of a province, unless with far wider and more 
rapid organisation than the Chinese are capable of. With news- 
pepers to spread the accountsand railways to convey food the suf- 
erers might be saved ; as it is thousands will probably die. The 
Peking Gazette contains an edict degrading several mandarins for 
the neglect which led to the inundations. The Yung-ting river, 
one of the affluents of the Peiho, is spoken of as the river whose 
banks have burst. We can well believe that, in a province where 
drought is more frequent than flood, successive mandarins have 
for years been pocketing the money which should have gone to 
repair those, <a that when the emergency came they were quite 
unequal to bear the pressure. Even Li goes through the formality 
of condemning himself, and the Emperor through the formality 
of handing him over to the Board of Punishments. 

A Hankow correspondent writes that very heavy rains have 
been falling in that district, accompanied by strong winds, and 
that considerable damage has been done to the standing cotton. 
On the 21st it was estimated that the yield would be 10 to 15 
per cent.,and on the 23rd, 30 to 35 per cent., below average. 

vidently the fate of the crops depends very much upon the 
weather which may have prevailed during the past week. 

As the Kiushiu was proceeding to sea, sho came into collision 
with the Aiangse, striking her on the port paddle-box, and 
rendering the paddle-wheel completely useless. The Kiushiu 
proceeded on her voyage, but we hear the Kiangse had to be 
towed into port. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 8th September ; the 
London mail of the 28th July arrived out on the 6th}Sept. 

The following items are from the Daily Press :— 

We regret to hear that Mr. Tomlin still continues in a very un- 
satisfactory state ; he has recovered consciousness, but has at 
present no memory whatever of the past, though he remembers 
what is going on from hour to hour. It is to be hoped, however, 
that further quiet will gradually restore his inental equilibrium. 

The aacual general meeting of the Hong Kong Yacht Club was 
held at the Hong Kong Club-house. The sccretary’s report and 
accounts for the past season were read and passed. The following 
gentlemen were clected committee for the ensuing season :—Com- 
modore, Commodore Shortt, R.N.; Vice-Commodore, R. F. Hawke, 
Esq. ; J. M. Forbes, Esq., and J. M. Vickers, Esq.; Hon. Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, E. Beart, Esq. 

We regret to have to record that the damage to the telegraph 
between this and Shanghai proves more scrious than was at first 
anticipated, and that it must be some little time before commu- 
nication is re-established. A circular to this effect was sent 
round by the superintendent yesterday. We understand it is ex- 
pected that so soon as the damage iy known in Shanghai the 
Great Northern will bejsent down with the necessary appliances 
to repair it. 

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders of the Indo-Chinese 
Sugar Company has taken place. The chairman,G. J. Helland, Esq., 
said that as the matters to be discussed were of a private nature, 
concerning only the shareholders and dircctors, the latter consi- 
dered that§the reporters should be excluded. He further stated 
that it was the intention of the board to publish the proceedings so 
soon as the matters now pending should be finally settled. A share- 
holder, J. Greig, Esq., proposed that the reporters should remain, but 
hold over their notes;uutil the directors saw fit to publish them, but 
the chairman was not inclined to put that amendment to the

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meeting. The original proposal having been put, was thereford 
carried, and we are consequently unable to give @ report of the 

roceedings. The meeting was somewhat thinly attended, pro. 
bably on account of its taking place on mail-day. As far as we 
can judge, without knowing anything about it, the offer is pro- 
bably @ good one, as on a report to the effect that the company 
was to part with the Bienhoa property at a loss of $100,000, the 
shares sprang from 20 per cent. discount to 9 per cent. 

Tenders have been received for the construction of the chancel 
to the new Hong Kong Cathedral, in which the memorial window 
to the late Douglas Lapraik will be erected. Owing to some re- 
marks by Chief Justice Smale we believe there was at one time 
& probability of the window coming back and being erected at 
the church at Acton. 

The steamer Chieftain, which has been for some time in Japan 
on sale,'is now advertised by Messrs. Tinley, Richardson, and Oo., 
Yokohama, or the agencies of the Borneo Company in China porte. 

The Hong Kong Pier and Godown Oompany have invited ten- 
ders for wood, by which it must be assumed that the capital is 
subscribed. 

THE TYPHOON AT HONG KONG. 

The present mail brings us particulars of the typhoon, the news 
of which was telegraphed last month. The storm broke out on 
the night of the 2nd September, the weather throughout the day 
having been very thick, and the water more and more turbulent. 
At 6.30 the cyclone had fairly taken possession, and its violence 
increased rapidly, until at about 9.30 or 10 the Praya was flooded. 
The Daily Press says the scene on the bund at this time was one 
which beggars description. Unlike the typhoon of last year this 
one occurred at night, and its grandeur was enhanced by the in- 
numerable effects of the darkness. 

The steamer Petho was seen to drift rapidly in the direction of 
Pedder’s Wharf (which at this time was indicated only by a more 
violent seething of the water), and by eleven o'clock she had 
reached a point nearly opposite the wharf, and at a remarkably 
short distance from shore, where she managed to pullup. The 
China, a short distance farther west, seems to have held out man- 
fully, her position being scarcely changed, but the Cleator drifted 
down into dangerous proximity. The Acantha, a little farther 
out, had apparently plenty of elbow room ; while the Shaftesbury, 
somefdistance east of these, riding to an extraordinary length of 
cable, would seem to have escaped danger altogether. The little 
hulk which has been used as a small-pox convalescent hospital 
has made a voyage during the night, and has brought up at a not 
very safe distance from the Juin Adam, having been partially 
unroofed during her progress. Throughout the early part of the 
night, especially during the flood-tide, the Praya was deluged 
and the smaller craft were piled on top of it with utter disregard 
to arrangement of any kind. 

From Pedder’s Wharf westward for several hundred yards the 
Praya is demolished. The wall isan unshapely heap of granite, 
huge blocks of which have been carried by the impetuous violence 
of the sea to distances of twenty and thirty feet from their 
original locations. But not only have the stones been displaced, 
but large gaps have been formed, reaching almost to the veran- 
dabs of the houses. This is particularly the case between Ped- 
der’s wharf and the P. and O. offices. Farther to the west the 
damage done is great, but the destruction of the Praya 
less complete than in the central positions. Pedder’s Wharf 
is greatly injured, as indeed are all the prominent stone 
constructions, while the wooden piers, through which the water 
has free passage, are unhurt, except as welts fi the tearing up of 
the planking, which is easily remedied. Close to Pedder’s wharf 
a large Government lighter came ashore and sank ; her gunwales 
are now finsh with the water's edge, and one of her ropes is coiled 
round the telegraph wire, which is broken further east. Another 
Government lighter sank in mid channel, off Mcssrs. Douglas La- 
praik and Co.’s wharf. Opposite this spot are visible the masts 
of a junk which went down with a valuable Chinchew cargo. 
The Canton steamer wharf is not extensively injured, though at 
one time during the night it was in danger of being entirely car- 
ried away by a large iron ship which drifted down upon it. 

Messrs. Hook’s lighter Advance lies in a forlorn condition, level 
with the water. ‘The Despat:h appears to have sustained no great 
injury, ashe rides at anchor in a safo enough position. The 
Pacific Mail wharf has been somewhat injured in its planking, 
but repairs are being promptly executed. The America rides at 
her anchor slightly weather-beaten, and with an insignificant list 
to starboard, but otherwise as if nothing had happened. Fur- 
ther west the Atrevida and Cornuvia are both dismasted, the former 
ashore with stern badly knocked about, and pumps vigorously at 
work. Still further west the destruction of native boats increases. 
The misery amongst these boat people must be very great, those 
even who have been fortunate enough to save their boats, which 
are thcir only habitations, having fost a great portion of their 
propery: either accidentally swept or necessarily thrown over- 
board. Indeesl, the whole of the long bay reaching nearly to the 
Sailors’ Home was thronged with Chinamen, some grappling from 
boats, some diving, for the numberless articles, invaluable to these 

oor people, which strew the bottom at this particular point. 
Near the Sailors’ Home there is a fine junk with a very seedy 
bottom, ashore, and fearfully smashed, while just beyond there 


is another full of water, apparently loaded with some valuable 


cargo. About this point, but $farther out in the harbour, are two 
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vessels, the J Clark and Jennie Eastman, broadside on toge- 
ther, and mutually damaged, while as far as the eye can reach to- 
wards Capsingmoon appear the fmasts and yards of ships which 
have dragged their anchors, far from their original berths. 

Eastward the devastation is less apparent, though there has 
been enough of it. Close to the military store are two or three 
sunken junks, presenting @ most melancholy appearance. Shops 
have been unroofed everywhere, but this is trifling da peke with 
the loss offlife which has taken place. At Wanchai etails are 
given. two men have been taken dead to the Civil Hospital from 
East Point, having been smashed between two cargo boats which 
came together broadside on. Many more have been killed, and 
unknown numbers injured. Inspector Orley was energetic in 
saving life at Mc’Donald’s pier, and in this he was ably assisted 
by five Europeans who tendered their service in the zood cause. 
The loss of life appears to have been most serious at West Point, 
Wanchai, Aberdeen, and Sowkewan. The latter station es- 
pecially seems to have been the scene of great disaster, exposed 
‘as it is to the full force of the northerly wind. Sampans and 
junks ashore, houses blown down, with scarcely any part standing, 
lives lost, plunder immense, and all capped by desperate 
attack on the police on the part of the plunderers; these 
are some of the things which are reported from Sowkewan. 
One constable received a serious wound on the shoulder 
during the fight, and seventeen of the disorderly ruffians have 
been arrested. Not content with plunder, these wretches at- 
tempted to take the lives of the unfortunate junk people, in pro- 
tecting whom the police turned on themselves the tide of their 
violence. We noted a fine brig driven on shore at the back of the 
native guard house. She was newly bought and newly masted by 
Messrs. W. B. Spratt and Co. On the beach near the Commissa- 
riat a smaller schoonerlieshigh and dry. Four Government lighters 
are sunk abreast of the dockyard, one of them being ashore. One 
of them sank about four feet from the American ship Floredla, 
and but for the energetic help of Captain Peabody, who hove 
lines to her crew, many of them would have gone down in the 
lighter. One of these lighters sank on top of the chains of the 
barque Veronica. One boat in trying to round the corner of 
Messrs. Wahee, Smith, and Co.’s premises was capsized, and nine of 
her crew, consisting of twelve persons, were with great difficulty 
saved by Mr. Smith, who took them in his gig; one old woman and 
two children were washed away by thesea before the boat could reach 
them. The brig Selina Jane was driven ashore near the Hospital ; 
schooner Gaviota is reported sunk at her moorings. Mr. Speech- 
ly’s steam launch found her way to the bottom, while the new 
steamer just launched by Messrs. Hook and Son had her stern 
stove in and was filled with water ; her engines not having been 
placed in her, she floated flush with the water's edge, and was 
saved. ‘The Praya was terribly cut up, and at the proposed site 
of the New Pier Company the sea wall was entirely washed away, 
carrying with it about half the carriage road. The wooden pier 
at the, old ‘* McGregor ” house was completely destroyed at the 
shore end, leaving a mass of ruins to mark its site. 

Messrs. Jardine’s garden suffered -terribly, the trees, bamboos, 
and shrubs being torn and wrenched in every direction. A cor- 
rugated iron building at Mr. Jack’s slip was unroofed and ren- 
dered useless, while one of the houses in the Bazaar had its front 
completely driven in. The sugar refinery and distillery suffered 
but little, the Praya wall at the former being prostrated, while 
the latter had their godown doors blown in and portion of their 
cooperage untiled. ‘he destruction of boating in Causeway Bay 
was very heavy. One large Swatow junk was capsized opposite 
the residence of the sugar boilers at the refinery, driving the head 
of her mainmast through the wall of the house. She was full of 
passengers, who were all rescued and kindly cared for, though the 
poor fellows had lost their all in the wreck. From the north- 
eastern corner of the refinery, up the bay past the distillery, the 
Praya wall, which was a dead lee, is lined with wreck of Pea junks, 
cargo boats, and other native shipping, in some places three and 
four deep. The steam-launch Fas was found on her beam ends, 
but it is believed has sustained no serious injury. 

The P. and O. steamers Madras and Ottawa dragged nearly as 
far as the P. and O. factory ut West Point. The ‘rench barque 
Arabie fouled the Madras, and the French ship Nancy fouled the 
Ottawa, flattening her boats on her side and damaging her stern. 
The P. and O. Company also lost a lighter with a cargo of coals. 
It is sad to have to record the loss of the Vancy’s gallant master, 
C.ptain Maugat ; she was fouled by a P. and 0. steamer, thought 
to ) the Ottawa, and having parted her cable and drifted towards 
Capsingmoon, was running ashore, when the crew managed to get 
out arope. By means of this every man got off safely, and even 
the captain’s dog was taken ashore before he left. As he did so, 
Captain Maugat dropped from the rope, disappeared, and has not 
since been seen. The Nancy, half laden with a valuable cargo 
for Bombay, is totally lost. 

On shore the casualties have of course been fewer, but have 
still been serious—the only losses of life yet heard of, in addi- 
tion to,those mentioned above as occurring at Hast Point, being 
those resulting from the fall of some Chinese houses in Saying- 
poon, which killed and badly injured several natives. Matsheds, 
wherever they existed, exist no longer, except in skeleton. The 
German Club mat-shed, and that over the Seamen’s Church, are 
destroyed almost entirely, while the bamboos have forced some 
of the courses of the brickwork of tho latter building out of the 
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perpendicular. The mat-shed on Government House is also d 
molished, and two or three Europeans appeared on the roof 
4.30 P.M. on Sunday, looking apparently for da:nazes, and po 
tending Supplementary Estsmates. If the Surveyor-General was 
on the look-out there, other officials were not less energetic after 
the cessation of the storm. The Lieutenant-Governor, the At tor- 
ney-General, and the Colonial Secretary were abroad, contemplat- 
ing the ruin wrought by other hands than theirs. In every part 
of the town where there were trees there is now plentiful debris. 
Altogether the devastation wrought by the typhoon of Septem- 
ber 2, 1871, has not been{matched for several years. 








COCHIN CHINA.

SAIGON. 

Dates by the present opportunity extend to Sept. 13. The out 
ward mail of Aug. 4 was received on Sept. 6. 

We learn from the Courier that the question of revenue is at 
present most urgent, a proposition having been made to create a 
monopoly of the rice distillery. The colony contains 2,500 dis- 
tilleries, of which no more than 900 belong to the Aunamese, all 
the others being conducted by Chinese. Therefore to create & 
monopoly in rice, similar to that in opium, would, it is contended, 
place the great part of the wealth of the country in the hands of 
the Chinese. On the other hand, if the cost of the licenses were 
raised even so high as f.300 it would realise no more than f.750,000, 
even supposing that it did not reduce the number of distilleries 
now in work. If the Chinese have offered as much as f.100,000 
per mensem for the proposed monopoly it is because they count 
much less on tke products of the up-country distilleries than on 
the rice liqueurs imported from China in large quantities, which are 
nearly all consumed by the wealthy classes. Some European mer- 
chants have suggested that the proposed monopoly should include 
all kinds of ardent spirits with those distilled from rice, but this, 
it is contended, would only complicate the question. 

The same journal informs us that in order to give Saigon 
share of the advantages caused by the extension of the telegraph 
between Singapore, Hong Kong, &c., a system of inland navi- 
eevee has been resolved upon to bring the up-country pro- 

uce more ne to the market. A contract, with a subsidy, 
has been e with Mr. Larrien, by which that gentleman en- 
gages to provide, for nine years, a sufficient number of fast 
steamers, 200 feet long, and 600 tons burden, with accommoda- 
tion for twenty cabin and 200 deck passengers, to proceed “six 
times monthly to the richest provinces of the West, and other dis- 
tricts. It is not expected, however, that this arrangement can be 
brought into operation before the end of next year. 











STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to Sept. 16th. The outward mail of Aug. 11th 
was received on the 14th Sept. 

The Government Gazette contains the draft of the supply or- 
dinance for 1872, from which we learn that the eiimatel expen- 
diture is $1,321,105, but in order to cover this, and provide for 
contingencies, it is proposed to appropriate asum of $1,327,980 32 
for the public service. The estimated expenditure for the present 
year was $1,294,400.80, but it has been found necessary to intro- 
duce a supplementary supply ordinance for $81,605.62, in order to 
meet certain extra and unforeseen expenditure. We observe with 
regret that, although Government House no longer affords an ex- 
cuse for increased expenditure, the expense of administering the 
Government is constantly and steadily increasing, but the details 
given are not sufficiently explicit to warrant criticism until the 
publication of the estimates. 

The Legislative Council met on the 1lth Sept., but the pro- 
ceedings were purely formal.

SHANGHAI.—The week had been devoid of Interest. The Grey 
Shirtiag market had been qniet, but very steady. A moderate business 
had been done, and, owing to the firmoess of holders, a slight advance 
in value had been obtained. Rather more cheering news from Tientsin 
had caused a renewal of the trade demand for that quarter. The in- 
quiry had embraced Grey Shirtings, T-Cloths, Drills, and Jeans, and 
sales of these fabrics had been more readily effected at gradually harden- 
ing rates. In Faucy Cottons there was no chauge to notice; and with 
the exception of Spanish Stripes and best assorted Long Ells, which 
had been in better favour, the Woollen market had shown no signs of 
improvement. Metals.—Iron: The sales of the week amounted to some 
8,000 bundles, at Tl, 2.28-2.30, the same range of prices as were ruling 
at the time of our last report. Although quotations were unaltered, 
the market was very weak, and a decline would have to be submitted to 
to induce farther business.

Coals: Very little change to record in any- 
thing but Cardiffs, of which some 1,600 tons had changed hands at 
q's.

FoocHow.—The principal feature in the business of the week had 
been the opening of the market for fine Oolongs for America.

Supplies con- 
tinued to arrive freely, and the excess in arrivals was 82,000 chests over 
the arrivals at same date last season.

Current quotations (of which 
Tile.2.8 must be added for duty, cost at which teas laid down in London 
calculated at an exchange of 4/4}, and freight £2 10s.): Dust and 
siftings, Tls.6 to 8}; broken leaf to ordinary, Tla.89 to 108; fair to 
good common, Tl+.11 to 1/04; flavory to medium, 1/14 to 1/6}. Sou- 
chongs : Thero is nothing to report; settlements, 2,648 chests at Tls.15 
to 29; arrivals, 1,400 chests. Current quotations: Common, 1/0 to 
1/24; medium to flue, 1/24 to 1/8; fine, 1/84. Oolongs: The market 
was opened on the 26th August, by the sale of two favourite chops. 
Tong-Leo and Tong-Mow, at Tls.33 to 34. Since when considerable 
settlements at about proportionate prices had been made amounting to 
about 20,000 half-chests. Prices compared with lust season’s opening 
ratea showed an advance of Tls.2 to 5. The quality of this season's tea, 
however, was much superior. Quotations (at exchange 4/44 freizht, at £3 
per ton): Common to fuir, 37 cents gold in bond in New York ; geod 
cargo to supcrior, Tls.

TEA. 

There isan active demand for Green, but as the supply is about ex- 
hausted, transactions are restricted, and prices are very firm ; the sales 
recently have been principally from second handy. Blacks and Japan 
are in good supply, and as there is very little inquiry for either descrip- 
tion, prices are somewhat irregular. 

Corvre.—The market for Brazil is strong and buoyant, the advices 
to hand confirming the previous accounts of diminished crop, moderate 
shipmente, and constantly rising prices. The estimates of the in- 
coming crop of Brazil are reduced from 1,600,000 to 1,250,000 bags to 
800,000 to 1,000,000, and remaining of the old crop from 600,000 to 
300,000. The market for East India is also very strong, the absence 
of arrivals and continued scant stock inducing great firmness on the 
part of holders, who are acllers only at extreme prices, and which 
may be said to have an upward tendency from day to day, the demand 
from congumers being now quite good, with considerable purchases 
from the second-hand lots recently disposed of. Java is reduced in 
stock to one cargo of 12,476 mats in first hands, though here and in 
Boston there are some 40,000 to 50,000 mats held in second hands by 
two or three houses. Of Singapore the etock in the country is 
12,000 to 15,000 mats, all in second hands.

There has also 
been another large movement in Nutmegs, by which all expected to 
arrive in the country, known to be on the way, has been taken up on 
speculation, say some 2,500 cases, thus concentrating the whole supply 
here or to come for a long time to come in the hands of one or two 
houses. We notice from second hands some 400 to 500 cases, in lota, 
at 974c. to 100c., closing strong at $1 for Penang. Cloves, too, are 
higher, the stock having been further concentrated by the purchase of 
2,489 bales Zanzibar in Boston, with 1,000 bales or more sold here 
from second hands—the price is now lljc., duty paid, and 6c. in 
bond, gold. For the other descriptions there is a steady good demand, 
in a jobbing way, at last quotations, which are well maintained.

APPOINTMENTS AT SINGAPORE. 

Soms of the New Straits appointments have excited a 
good deal of feeling, not only in the colony, but among Straits 
men at home. It is difficult to speak gravely of Colonel 
Anson’s manner of filling Mr. OweEn’s place, and yet it is no 
laughing matter to see an important judicial office of £1,000 
to £1,200 a-year thrown to a youth who js, or was but yes- 
terday, a clerk in the Audit Office. Mr. Cousins appears to 
have good interest among the local officials who have the 
temporary disposal of the loaves and fishes in their hands ; 
for he was deputed for a short time, to the great amusement 
of the public, to do justice in the same Court, when Captain 
Orp hurriedly left it in 1867. The thing was regarded as 
@ joke, and a bad joke too ; but did not last long. On what 
public ground such an appointment can be defended we are 
at a loss to discover ; for there are many gentlemen in the 
colony, both at the bar and in the public service, who might 
have been fairly entrusted with its duties ; but of the effect 
of such an appointment there can be no question. To place 
utter ignorance, inexperience and incompetency on the Bench 
is to make a laughing stock of justice and to degrade the ju-, 
dicial office. Since the affair of the temporary judgeship, the 
public may suspect that the degradation of the Bench is no 
public injury in the eyes of Colonel ANson and of his secre- 
tary, Mr. BircH, whose coarse abuse of the late judge, Mr. 
Owen, in the Council, is not likely soon to be forgotten ; but 
this would be but one of the many reasons which are making 
everybody question the unfitness of the hands into which the 
executive functions have fallen. 

It appears from the Straits Times that the circulation of a 
report that Captain Orp had been appointed to succeed Mr. 
PLunkerr as Magistrate at Singapore had elicited strong 
marks of general disapprobation ; and it is gratifying to 
learn that the rumour was premature at least, if not alto- 
gether unfounded. Of Captain Orp personally we have no 
knowledge, but certainly his public career in the Straits 
hitherto has not been as satisfactory as his friends could have 
wished ; and it is but fair and just, for the sake of the pub- 
lic, that those features of it which attracted attention at the 
time should not be lost sight of. When Sir H. Orp went 
out to assume the Governorship of the Straits Settlements he 
was accompanied by his brother, a military officer on half- 
pay; and this brother was at once installed into the vacant 
Magistracy at Malacca. Captain Orb, it is well known, knew 
neither law nor any native language ; but his want of these 
qualifications was thought, if ever thought of at all, of no 
moment by the Secretary of State of the day. The Judge- 
ship of the Singapore Small Debts Court falling vacant on 
his arrival, Sir Harry appointed to it this aame brother. He 
did not occupy it long, however. His celebrated committal 
to gaol, for contempt of court, of one of the leading advocates 
of the Singapore bar was too much even for fraternal feelings, 
and Captain Orb was sent off in hot haste to his post at 
Malacca, where there was neither press to report, lawyers to 
object, nor public opinion to criticise. In an evil hour, how- 
ever, the wheel of promotion sent Captain Orp to Penang ; 
and he had not been there three months before he was in hot

water again. Things had gone to the extent of a petition 
being got up against him, when Sir H. Orp hurried to Pe- 
nang to the rescue. Apologies were made, and it was at the 
same time discovered that Captain Orv’s health required 
a change of climate, and he returned to England. This 
was about a year and a half ago. Whether Captain Orp 
has passed the interval in qualifying himself for the duties 
of an office which require learning, patience, temper, and a 
high conscientiousness, as well as in recruiting his health, we 
are unable to say ; but we think that Lord Kiypercey will 
consult the public interests aud his own high reputation if he 
waits fur some proofs that these qualities have been acquired, 
and in the meantime place in the Singapore Magistracy some 
gentleman who has higher claims to public confidence. 


WE noticed in our last the arrival at Anjer of the IJnves- 
ttgator, one of the vessels engaged to lay the telegraphic cable 
between Java and Australia (Port Darwin). We have since 
heard of her arrival at Batavia on the 18th inst., after 
laying the small cable across the Straits of Sunda connect- 
ing Avjer with Sumatra. 





GAS IN YOKOHAMA. 

Some months since we noticed the schemes set on foot for light- 
ing Yokohama, Yedo, &c., with gas. Two schemes were before 
the public, one known as the German project, and one the Japan- 
ese ; it seems that the promoters of the former got their capital 
subscribed, drew up their plans, and sent home instructions for the 
construction of the works. These were intrusted to Messrs. Ro- 
bert Laidlaw and Sons, gas engincers, Gilasgow, by the] agents 
of the company, Messrs. Miller Bros. There is scarcely a part of 
the globe in which Messrs. Laidlaw have not been called on to fit up 
gas works, and doubtless these works for Yokohama will prove as 
successful as their other contracts. The company are starting, 
without any concession from Government, to light along the rail- 
way to Yedo or any other Government property, but when suc- 
cessfully at work there is little doubt but that they will obtain 
this on fair terms. Sir Harry Parkes on his late visit to Glasgow 
inspected the plans and particulars of these works, which are now 
in course of shipment per steamer Ladkia for Yokokama. 





THE GRAVE OF COLONEL CATHCART. 

In our last issue we recorded the discovery of the grave of 
Qolonel the Hon. C. A. Cathcart. We have since been favoured 
with the following particulars of the life of this gallant officer, 
which will be read with melancholy interest :— 


“Colonel the Hon. Charles Alan Cathcart, the second son of the 
great Lord, and great-uncle to the present Lord Cathcart, was 
born in the year 1759, and dicd at the early age of twenty- 
nine years. Even at this early age he had distinguished himself 
as a soldier, as a senator, and asa diplomatist. Joining the army 
in Amcrica in 1776, he was taken prisoner on his return by a 
French privateer. Subsequently. as Lieutcnant-Colonel of 
the 98th Regiment, and in more important commands in the 
East Indies, he saw much military service; he was also 
present during: many naval battles with the French. Em- 
ployed diplomatically, he conducted important negotiations 
with the French Governor of Bourbon, the Marquis de 
Souillac. In command of the storming party at Cuddalore 
Charles Cathcart carried all the French redoubts, capturing 
eighteen guns; sent to England with despatches, he was, for 
his services, appointed quartermaster-gencral in India; the 
Court of Directors voted him a sword of honour, value 100 

ineas, At the general clection of 1784 Clackmanshire sent him 

Parliament, where he at once established an honourable posi- 
tion. Mr. Pitt, having consulted Charles Cathcart in regard to 
the French Islands, in 1788, with a view to commercial in- 
terests, sent him with full powers on an embassy to China. On 
the outward voyage he died, on hoard the Vestal frigate, then 
in the Straits of Sunda. This was on the 10th of June, 
1788. Le was buried on the adjoining coast of Java. The scene 
is depicted by the artist of the expedition :—In the back-ground 
a chief and groups of natives ; nearer the shore marines and sea- 
men drawn up on either side ; a central group of mourners, gen- 
tlemen of the embassy and naval officers—one faints, many weep ; 
the coffin under the white ensign is being landed through ihe 
surf, whilst in the offing the distant frigate fires minute guns. ‘To 
express their grief and record their affection for the deccased of- 
ficer his companions placed a monument in the Dutch fort of 
Angiers. The skilful pencil of Romney renders Charles Cathcart’s 
image still familiar—his memory is fresh, and cherished.

The September number of the Phenix is better than usual. 
It opens with a capital paper on the sports and games of Chinese 
children, by Dr. Porter Smith. The Rev. Mr. Beal contributes an 
interesting review of ‘ Three Lectures on Buddhism.” ‘The editor 
gives us a couple of scholarly papers; and Mr. Carroll in the con- 
clusion of his “ Cure for Jealousy,” though hefmay have 

——‘' as skilful surgeons ent beyond the wound, 
Yet makes the cure complete.” 

In plain English, his very clever and conscientious translation of 
this tale, which was becoming a little tedious, is wound up; and, 
if read off at a sitting, would, we doubt not, prove amusing. Mr. 
Alabaster’s “ Fable from the Siamese” is suggestive, and there. 
fore valuable. Mr. Hodgson and other writers contribute articles 
which fill up a very readable number ; though we must own that 
we grudge the considerable space devoted to a feeble extract from 
the Standurd on “Medical Mission Work in China.” “ Grand- 
mamma ” may feel much honoured by the distinction thus be- 
stowed, but it is quite beneath the dignity of a magazine with 
such @ speciality as the Pheni to come home, and to such an 
authority as the Standard, for information on Chinese affairs. 


Spiritualism and Animal Magnetism ; by Professor G. G. Terffi, 
Ph.Dr. London: R. Hardwicke. 

This is an exhaustive treatise on the vexed questions of spiritu- 
alism and magnetism. The learned author contends that animal 
magnetism exists beyond doubt, that the sensations of one person 
may be conveyed to another under certain controlling circum- 
stances, and he thus accounts for what are commonly called ap- 
paritions. We are not at liberty here to express any opinion on 
the subjects thus opened beyond saying that we believe that they 
have not yet received all the attention they deserve. A brief ex- 
tract will perhaps prove the attractiveness of the book :— 

Magnetism, which pervades the whole universe as life-giving force, 
serves as a further means to explain phenomena which have often hap- 
pened and have as oftcn cither been discredited or attributed to super- 
natural agencies. Passionate people, for instance, charged with a great 
amount of animal magnetism, will be able to influence the sympathetic 
system of sensitive persons, and will not only affect their fancy, but the 
perceptive facultics of their brain, to such a degree that they will Jbe 
scen by them as if presentin the body. Thsce visions of absent per- 
sons in great dangcr, struggling with death, or dying, have taken 
place; such visious of the same person were often seen in different 
places, by different people. A friend of mine reccived one day 
a letter from his sister-in-law in New York, inquiring about the 
health of his wife, as the writer had seen her dying, in a dream. 
The letter is still in existence. At the very moment that the 
sister in New York dreamed this, her sister was, in reality, on the brink 
of the grave, in London. The wife of an Indian officer saw her hur- 
band’s apparition in England, whilst he was murdered in India. Most 
important is the case that happened at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, in the 
Jewish Hospital, where a servant died one night. The next morning, 
her sister and niece, both living in different places, the one at a distance 
of five miles from town, the other in town, appeared at the house of the 
lady in whose service she was, to inquire after their relation, who had 
appearcd to both of them during the night, whilst she was dying. The 
superintendent of the hospital, who has recorded this incident, asserts 
that such cascs often occur. Somnambulists, when in a stato of cata- 
lepsy, have appeared to others, The power of s: eing absent persons may 
be even inherited. People in good health rarely possess it, but many 
exceptional cascs have beer recorded. 

We have received the twelfth periodical issue of the Silk Supply 
Journal, which coutinues its efforts towards the improvement and 
extension of silk culture. 








CHINESE “POLITICS.” 
(REBW YORK TIMES.) 

The Chinese are true to their traditions, They have been watching 
the proceedings of our squadron and the invasion of Korea with pro- 
found interest, and they have lately favoured the Celestial world with a 
highly original account of them. It will be remembered that the late 
operations under Admiral Rodgers resulted, to put the matter concisely, 
in the destruction of five Korean forts, with t he loss of three men of the 
attacking force. This has been described to the Chinese public by their 
official purveyors of news in the following manner :—‘‘ Great victory 
over the Yang Kuay-tz! One thousand foreigners killed! Four fo- 
reign ships caught in the river and unable to get out!” This bears 
a delicious family resemblance to the F/erald's long-continued treatment 
of the Ring frauds, and suggests that that paper must have made a 
study of the ingenious vermillion edicts which are obviously so much 
after its own heart. Elated, no doubt, by the cheering intelligence 
of Yang Kuay-tz’s discomfiture, the Chinese appear to be getting 
ready for their periodic crusades against foreigners. Reports are at 
hand of the likelihood of an outbreak at Canton, and it seems to be 
true that a Protestant chapel at Fatshan has been destroyed. No 
foreigners had been actually attacked at last accounts, and perhaps the 
action promptly taken at Hong Kong may prevent such a misfortune. 
It is stated that Her British Majesty’s steamship Thistle was despatched 
from the latter port to Canton on the 23rd of July, and a considerable 
number of troops have been collected and held in readiness to operate at 
short notice if required. The Mandarins seem to have taken steps to 
allay the excitement ; but, of course, it may blaze up afresh, and violence 
be precipitated by a number of conceivable accidents. Tho Chinese 
always have specious pretexts for their behaviour in such cazes—“ cries,’ 
that is to say, not necessarily believed in by the more educated classes

but invented to exasperate the multitude. The story this time is that 
the foreigners have been selling a peculiar drug, which has very delete- 
tious effects on those who take it. This stuff is known as the ‘' Evil- 
genius Mixture,” or “ Shan Sin Fan,” and has become a universal theme 
of discussion and alarm. It has become known that a number of secret 
societies certainly exist, the object of which is to foment discord between 
the Chinese Government and the foreign Powers. One of their methods 
of operating has consisted in secretly distributing Shan Sin Fan, and 
imputing the act to the foreigners, The substance is in the form of 
powder, and a competent gentleman got hold of some of it the other 
day and analysed it, when the composition proved to be simply rice- 
flour, with the addition of a little red colouring matter. In most coun- 
tries the publication of this fact would be sufficient to destroy the malefic 
repute of the “ Evil-genius Mixture,” but not so in China. A true 
statement of the ingredients would, without question, be promptly sub- 
fected to the process applied so refreshingly to the news from Korea, 
and the ‘ Red Devils’’ be duly branded with hate and reprobation. 
There is only one argument that is always and absolutely convincing in 
dealing with these small-eyed children of Confucius, and for their sakes 
we hope the manderins will retain sufficient influence to prevent the 
foreign Powers from being obliged to use it.

Tur Rev. GRIFFITH JOHN ON CHINA.—This gentleman, who has for 
the last fifteen years laboured most earnestly in the cause of the London 
Migsionary Society in various parts of China, but chiefly in the neigh- 
bourhood of Hankow, on the Yangtze, has just delivered an impres- 
sive lecture, in connection with the Congregational Union, at Swansea, 
on the difficulties with which missionary enterprise is surrounded in 
the Far East, and on the encouraging results which have nevertheless 
attended the exertions of the missionaries. In the course of his 
apeech Mr. John said : “In the year 1853 we had not quite 500 pupils 
in our day schools ; we have now about 4,000. Native preachers in 1853, 
19; we have now more than 360. Stationsand out-stations in 1858, only 
26; we have now more than 300. Converts in 1853, 351; we have 
now between 6,000 and 7,000 communicants. Contributions in 1853, 
nothing; at present we have about £1,000. Now I think you will 
agree with me that we are making some progress in China, that the 
Gospel is not s failure in China. But these figures do not represent 
the actual amount of work that has been accomplished ; for there are 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, around the various stations who have 
been influenced to a certain extent by the Gospel. We are saturating 
the minds of the people with stories of Jesus Christ, and filling the air 
with the music of the Cross. 

Ste Roperick Murcarson.—We regret to observe the announce- 
ment of the death of this distinguished and venerable philosopher, on 
the 22nd inst., at an age not far short of eighty years. In 
the biography published in The Times of Sir Roderick’s death, 
his geological investigations are described as constituting his 
greatest claim on the admiration of his contemporaries. Our 
appreciation of Sir Roderick was mainly founded on_ the 
support he gave to geographical researches as president of the Royal 
Geographical Society, to which he post he was elected in 1844. 
Sir Roderick Impey Murchison, Bart., K.0.B., LL.D., D.C.L., F.R.S., 
&c., was the eldest son of a gentleman of ancient family and noble 
Highland extraction, The family traced their descent from one 
Murdo McColman, whose descendants held, under the Mackenzies, 
Lairds of Kintail, the castellanship of the stronghold of Eilan 
Dounan. The last who held this post was the great-great- 
grandfather of the baronet, and nephew ofthat Colonel Donald 
Murchison celebrated for defending Kintail and Lochalsh for 
six years after the battle of Sheriff Muir, against the forces of George 
the Firat and Second. In testimony of the loyalty of bis ancestors to 
the ancient Royal family Sir Roderick not long] ago erected a monu- 
ment in Lochalsh. 

A private letter, received from Singapore, dated September 7, 
says:—‘‘ Her Majesty's ship Tumar, Capt. H. D. Hickley, arrived 
here on the 2nd from Hong Kong. She brought with her the left 
wing of the 10th Regiment, under command of Major Lucas, from 
Japan, which was Janded the sameday. She also brought with her the 
right wing of the 75th from Hong Kong, and embarked the left wing 
from here this morning. Instead of leaving this regiment at Mauri- 
tius, as was first intended, she will take the whole to the Cape of Good 
Hope, and bring back the headquarters of the 32nd and about 400 men 
to Manritius, then embark the right wing of the 20th, call at the Cape 
for the left wing, and take the whole to Queenstown. Letters sent on 
the 9th of November and December to St. Vincent, Cape Verd, will 
meet this ship.” 

Loss oF THE “ TaEPING.”—We regret to hear of the loss of the 
clipper Taeping, which has frequently held a foremost place in the 
annual homeward race from China with new season’s teas, and on two 
occasions hag taken the prize. The veasel was among the earliest 
built of the new class of China clippers, and was owned by Mr. Alex- 
ander Rodger, of Glasgow. 

WE learn that the extra P. and O. steamer Mirzapore, on the 26th 
inst., takes out the English expedition to observe the eclipse of De- 
cember next, including i. Janesen, and Professor Respighi, of Reme. 

A TELEGRAM received on the 19th at the War-office contradicta a 
statement made a short time since that the 10th Foot, from Japan, 
were in a very unsatisfactory condition.

hands, as there are many important measures to come under discussion ; 
for though it is intended to make the session a very short one, to enable 
the Prussian Chambers to be convoked and pass the Budget before the 
Christmas holidays, I for one cannot readily understand how the Par- 
liament will find time to dispose of the great accumulation of business 
before them, as we know how fond members of Parliament—not only 
in Germany but in other countries as well —are of making long speeches, 
particularly on subjects about which they know little or nothing, and 
would act more wisely nct to speak at all, and content themselves with 
giving a silent vote. 

One of the most important of these new measures, and one that 
mostly absorbs public attention, as it will dip into everybody’s pocket 
—man, woman, and child—whether they will or no, is the reform of 
the currency andthe introduction of one uniform system of money for 
the whole of the Empire of Germany. This subject was specially men- 
tioned in the Emperor’s Speech from the Throne yesterday. In one of 
my former letters—about three months ago—I informed your readers 
of the different proposals at that time made for the alteration in ques- 
tion. Since then a Congress of political economists, scientific men, and 
practical bankers was held at Lubeck, where the subject was pro- 
minently brought under discussion, and ,the result was embodied in a 
set of resolutions, which were forwarded to l'rince Bismark, and subse- 
quently published in the German newspapers. This greatly tended to 
help on the affair, and now it has arrived at such a state of maturity,— 
having received the sanction of the separate Governments,—that the 
draft of the Bill to be laid before Parliament has been drawn up and 
published by the semi-official press, so that there can be no doubt of its 
being what it purports to be. The principal features of the new system 
are as follows :—The unit of value, which is to be called the mark, is the 
third part of the Prussian thaler or the present ten-groschen piece, con- 
taining ten groschens (the name is to be retained) of ten pfennigs 
each. This is a combinatiou of the decimal system with that of the 
Prussian currency, and therefore all sums in thalers can be readily 
converted into the new denomination hy simply multiplying with 
three. The coin itself will be made of silver, and be as nearly 
as possible of the value of a shilling sterling. For all larger 
payments we are to have a good currency, the coinage of silver 
dollars has already been stopped, and those now in circalation will 
by degrees be put out of the way of the public, called in, ex- 
changed for gold, melted down, and eold as silver. The principal 
and largest gold coin, of which 46% pieces of fine gold will weigh half 
a kilogram, will pass for 30 marks (or 10 of the present dollars), and 
there will also be gold pieces of 20 marks and of 15 marks. They are 
all to contain nine parts of fine gold and one of alloy. For a certain 
period, not yet definitively settled, the following silver currency will be 
permitted to pass at their present nominal value: the thaler, the double 
thaler, and the smaller pieces of $ und 1-6 thaler; but all the South 
German coins (florins and kreuzers) will be put out of circulation when 
the new system is promulgated, which, it is hoped, can be on 
the Ist of January next—taking it for granted that the Mint 
can strike off a sufficient quantity of the different coins by that date. 
These alterations will not cause any fluctuations in the value of the 
precious metals, either in Germany or elsewhere. The quantity of silver 
in the Mint, when the order was given for discontinuing the coinage of 
thalers, is quite large enough to strike off a very considerable number 
of marks and half marks; whilst the large sums received from France 
in payment of the first instalments of the war indemnity—great part of 
which was in French gol coins—will fully suffice for the first require- 
ments of the Germans, The new coins are all to be struck exclusively 
at Berlin, and will bear the effigy of the Emperor of Germany, which 
will be a sad blow for some of the lesser States, such as Bavaria, Saxony, 
Wurtemberg, Hesse, and Baden, who deprive themselves voluntarily of 
what has always been considered as one of the principal privileges of the 
Sovereign of an independent State-—the right of coining money. But 
they make this sacrifice of their inherent rights in the interests and for 
the consolidation and further development of the unity of the German 
Empire. 

In my last letter I mentioned that an election was to take place here 
for a member of Parliament, in room of Mr. Edgar Ross, resigned, and 
that within three days of the election no candidate had come forward. 
This lukewarmnessof the upper classes had the effect of rousing the ener- 
gies of the Social Democrats, who held a meeting and put in nomination 
one of their leaders. This caused a corresponding reaction among the 
merchants, and a requisition was sent to Herr G. A. Schon, the senior 
partner of one of the most eminent houses on the Hamburg Exchange, 
who allowed himself to be put in nomination. As the elections in Ger- 
many are conducted by universal franchise, and as the democrats here 
are known to be very numerous, it was thought that Herr Schon would 
not have a chance of success; but we were all joyfully disappointed on 
learning the result, which was that he polled 6,729 votes, whilst his op- 
ponent could only boast of 1,476. 

The new temporary Parliament-house at Berlin, which is built in the 
court of the Royal Porcelain Manufactory in the Wilhelmstrasse, has 
been constructed in the short space of three months, and was only de- 
livered over to the authorities by the contractor on Friday last. It is 
built of iron and glass, and the works have been much accelerated by the 
workmen relieving each other in day and night gangs—the latter enabled 
to work by an unstinted use of the electric light—without which the 
building could scarcely have been completed within the time fixed. 

At Stockholm a company has been formed for the purpose of trad- 
ing direct with China, via Suez Canal. Their first stoamer hes just 
been launched at the Ironworks at Hudikswall; she is 200 feet in length, 
her tonnage being 1,000 tons, and she is rigged with four masts. 

The Directors of the German Nautical Union at Bremen have pe- 
titioned the Prince-Chancellor to bring in a Bill prohibiting shipowners 
from altering the names of their vessels, as in England and the United 
States; and further compelling them to have the name of the vessel an@ 
the port where she is owned paifted on the stern in letters at least six

THE SHAN-SIN-FAN QUESTION AND OUR 
DANGERS IN CHINA. 

Fas est et ab hoste doceri has ever been the motto of The 
Times. The condition of our relations with the Chinese 
Government has at length awakened the long dormant in- 
terest of Zhe Times in the Far East. True, the Editor, with 
the traditional discretion of Printing House-square, does not 
commit himself to any distinct opinions, but his ‘own cor- 
respondent” in Shanghai does ; and his views concur so en- 
tirely with those which we have so long expressed in this 
journal, that we might almost content ourselves with extracts 
from his letter, instead of offering any present comment of 
our own. But, instead of this, we think it will be more 
satisfactory to our readers if we take the writer’s admis- 
sions—becoming, as we believe we shall, the mere antici- 
pators of the reflections that they will suggest to every 
thoughtful man practically acquainted with China. The own 
correspondent of the leading journal says that the tale of 
the “ Genii Powders” (Shan-sin-Fan—we think this must 
mean Shang sin fan, an injury to the heart through food), 
which has caused so much excitement at Canton and coast- 
ing ports, is “somewhat similar in purport, and as malicious 
“and dangerous as the charges of kidnapping and mutila- 
“tion which led to the riot last autumn at Tientsin.” Of 
course it is. That is what we have said all along, and there- 
fore we demur to the writer’s remark, that “it is rather 
“strange that a similar excitement should break out this 
“year, at precisely the same time, in the south.” We can 
see nothing strange in the matter, except that our Govern- 
ment should have utterly failed to require any ade- 
quate atonement for the massacre at Tientsin, and then 
profess to be surprised at its inevitable consequence; but 
we certainly perceive that the danger, nay, almost the 
certainty, of the repetition of that outrage, is daily in- 
creasing by reason of the apathy of our representatives. 
As for the mandarins “arresting and executing several men,” 
we know too well what that means ; it is simply their way of 
increasing popular hatred against foreigners instead of af- 
fording foreigners the protection they are entitled to by treaty. 
The whole matter centres in the value of our treaties, and 
the necessity of every article contained in them being insisted 
ou with a high hand until they are revised—when the free- 
dom and privileges of foreigners in China ought to be en- 
larged. This revision ought to be urged forthwith ; indeed, 
it must be so urged, if we are to prevent butchery like that 
at Tientsin being repeated on a more extended scale. The 
Limes correspondent tells us that from Kwang Tung the ex- 
citement spread to the adjoining province of Kwansi, in the 
capital of which a placard was posted containing “ public re- 
“solutions for the expulsion of the devils and the strict pro- 
“hibition of proselytism.” It is of immense consequence 
not to allow these insidious publications to pass unchallenged. 
Our Minister should insist on the publication of a decree 
in the Peking Gazette denying the false and malicious accu- 
sation, and threatening punishment for any repetition.. Until 


this is done we cannot believe in the sincerity of the Chinese 
Government.

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THE MONT CENIS TUNNEL SERVICE. 

WE alluded in our last to the negotiations pending as to 
the conveyance of our mails through France by the Mont 
Cenis service. The conveniences promised by the opening 
of the Mont Cenis Tunnel are such as most deeply con- 
cern all who have mercantile and other interests in the 
East. Merchants being now enabled to send goods between 
France and Italy without even the danger of transhipment, 
the opening of the Tunnel becomes a matter of real interna- 
tional importance. All commercial experience shows that 
the development of trade is ina great measure dependent on 
the facilities of communication. The interchange of goods 
between France and Italy would alone be sufficient to war- 
rant the outlay of capital necessary for the construction of 
so large an undertaking, to say nothing of the important 
traffic which may be expected from other sources. The sav- 
ing of time is sufficient to prove an inducement for passen- 
gers to adopt the Brindisi route in preference to that by 
Marseilles. The idea of the Tunnel was originally Italian ; 
the only participation of France in the matter has been the 
payment of a share in the cost, when, by the cession of 
Savoy, a portion of the projected Tunnel was found to lie 
within the new French frontier. Unfortunately the manage- 
ment of railway traffic in Italy leaves much to be desired in 
the way of speed and punctuality ; but it may be fairly 
hoped that, in view of the great benefit to be reaped by in- 
creased attention to these matters, the Italian line may soon 
be placed on a par with the English and French ones. 














THE PACIFIC MAIL STEAMSHIP COMPANY. 
WE learn that this enterprising Company has determined 


to make its service fortnightly instead of monthly, as hitherto, 
and that the new arrangements will come into effect on the 


15th of May next. It will be remembered that some time 


ago attention was drawn to the advisability of the United 
States Government granting a subsidy to assist this object. 
Since then, however, and in the absence of any action on the 
part of the Government, the trade has so far increased that 
the Company have felt it only due to their clients to 
take the sole risk of doubling the frequency of their 
voyages on their own responsibility. 
prehension that they will find themselves losers by their 
enterprise, for, seeing that it is entirely owing to the effi- 
cient manner in which the Company have already performed 
their work that the trade has been so quickly developed, we 
think that fact gives them a stronger claim on Government 
than they had before. 


We have no ap- 


It is a convincing proof that they are 
determined to occupy permanently the route between San 
Francisco, Japan, and China, and to do justice to the service, 
they have already contracted for, and arenow building in Ame- 
rica, three iron screwsteamers of 2,000 tons freight capacity, be- 
sides space for passengers, stores, and coal. We are glad to per- 
ceive that the Company has adopted the screw priuciple in 
lieu of the paddle ; and we learn that the engines (400-h.p. 
nominal) are being constructed by the eminent firm of Messrs. 
Joun Exper and Co., of Glasgow. We are further informed 
that the Company are about to contract for two more steamers 
of 4,000 tons and 600-h.p. The service in May next will 
be commenced with the America, Great Republic, Japan, 
China, Colorado, and Alaska, aggregating 24,000 tons. We 
understand that the directors intend to continue their line 
from New York to San Francisco, via Panama, as heretofore, 
for goods and passengers. To those who prefer a pleasant 
sea voyage to the seven days’ railway journey, we can assure 
them that these steamers have first-rate accommodation. In 
due course Messrs. H.Srarr and Cc., the London agents, 
will issue the particulars of freight aud passage by the line. 


Our Shanghai correspondent’s letter, received by the last 
mail, affords a remarkable corroboration of the views which 
we expressed in these columns when first the news of the 
Korean expedition reached us. We then observed that the 
Koreans would consider the retreat of the American squadron 
as @ Virtual defeat, and we now learn that it is regarded as little 
less than a failure even in the United States. The mischief 
has been done, and we can only trust it will not be repeated. 
As for the hope, which our correspondent indulges, that a 


joint expedition may be undertaken by England, France, and 


America, we regret that we cannot encourage it. We are 
well advised that the American Government have decided 
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not to take any further steps, and our own Government will 
certainly not interfere in the matter at present. The Ame- 
rican failure, like the French, must be allowed to die out. 


Mr. Srpcreaves, the new Chief Justice of the Straits Set- 
tlements, proceeds by the mail of the 17th prox. We have 
not heard if it is the intention of our Government to confer 
the honour of knighthood on Mr. Sipcreaves. We trust 
that Lord Kimperuey will have courage enough to break 
through a custom in the Straits which has become very in- 
convenient, and we think Mr. SipGReaves is sensible enough 
to support his lordship in this. The judges at Hong Kong 
have not enjoyed this handle to their names. 


WE are glad to learn, from the Colombo Observer, that Mr. 
Joun Sroppart, of the Surveyor-General’s Department, 
Ceylon, has been appointed to commence works with a view 
to the formation of the Paumben Channel. Borings will be 
made in two different places to enable Mr. TowNsEND to cal- 
culate the cost of either deepening the presént, or cutting a 
new, channel eastward of Ramisseram. It is thought not 


unlikely that the new channel may be completed and opened 
within three years. 


WE understand that representations have been made to 
the Foreign-office urging the importance of the fresh agita- 
tion against foreigners in China styled the “ Shan-Sin-Fan.’ 


STEAMERS FOR THE FAR EAST. 

The number of steamers now building on the Clyde for all 
parts is estimated at over 200, and to say that all desirable 
builders are “full” is rather an inadequate statement, for we 
know of many who positively refuse to take any contract where 
“time” is insisted on. We suppose the world has never seen such 
an enterprise as this “ shipbuilding on the Clyde,” which, be it re- 
membered, has been built up chiefly by clever mechanics who have 
in their early days served in the yards, and one by one shown some 
special capacity to become a master, and with that insurmountable 
and canny perseverance peculiar to the Scotch, have completely 
eclipsed the Thames, the Mersey, and other rivers. True they 
have the essential materials of coal and iron close by, but these 
special advantages would have been useless without the genius to 
turn out ships and steamers on new and improved principles. In 
short, they have taken the lead in China clippers, steamers, and 
marine engines. It is really a grand sight to proceed up the 
Clyde and witness the crowded yards with the roar and din of fifty 
thousand workmen. The Far East contributes its share to this 
enterprise. , ; 

Messrs. A. and J. Inglis have on the stocks a screw boat, build- 
ing under the superintendence of Captain Lewis, for the Shang- 
hai Steam Navigation Company, and intended for the Tientsin 
trade. She will register about 1,200 tons (builders’ measure- 
ment), and be fitted with three decks, giving large passenger ac- 
commodation, as well as cargo. The engines will be on the 
compound principle, and of 200-horse power, with a very small 
consumption of coal. Messrs. Inglis are also making for the 
Chinese Government two pairs of horizontal engines, one 
of 80-horse power, and the other 250. These engines have 
a large quantity of brass in them, and are otherwise first- 
class. The hulls for these boats are building at the Chi- 
nese Arsenal at Foochow. They have also in hand part 
of the machinery and boilers of one of the large Yantsze 
steamers, the cylinder being eighty inches diameter and eleven 
feet stroke. This firm has built for the China trade the J/illet, 
Hupeh, Shantung, and Moyune—the latter with a beam engine 
on the American principle, but admitted, by accounts from 
China, to be far. superior to the American build. Messrs. Hen- 
derson, Colbourn, and Co. are building a screw of about 600 tons 
for the local trade in China and Japan, and Messrs. Napier one 
for the direct trade of about 3,000 tons, for the line of Messrs. 
Shaw, Maxton, and Co. Messrs. John Elder and Co. have just 
completed the Prins Hendrik for the direct line between Am- 
sterdam and Java, and they have under contract two more for 
this line. They are also constructing for the Pacific Mail Company 
of New York three pairs of engines of 400-horse power, on the 
new compound principle, the hulls for which are building in 
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New York, and intended to run on the San Francisco and China 
line. Messrs. Denny and Co., of Dumbarton, have on the stocks 
two screws of 3,000 tons for the P. and O. Company's service, 
and Messrs. Caird and Co. have also two, in addition to the 
Peshawur, nearly ready for launching. Messrs. Connell are build- 
ing for Messrs. R. and J. Craig a screw of about 2,500 tons, for the 
direct trade between Glasgow and Java. Messrs. Hall, Russell, and 
Co., of Aberdeen, have just launched a screw boat intended for 
the China coast service, and they have on the stocks another of 


similar dimensions. The following steamers have been launched 
during the week :— 


On the 14th inst. there was launched from the building-yard of 
Mesers. Hall, Russell, and Co., Aberdeén, an iron screw steamer, 
named the Lotus, of 580 tons register. Length, 175 feet; breadth, 
25 feet 2in.; depth from spar deck, 19 feet 6in. The Lotus hasa 
spar deck, with all the accommodation for the passengers under it, 
the sides of the vessel being fitted with large air scuttles. The engines 
are compound surface-condensing, of 75 nominal horse power, capable 
of propelling the vessel at 4 speed of ten and a-half knots, on a con- 
sumption of 63 cwt. of coal per hour. The Lotus is built to the order 
of Mr. E. M. De Bussche, for the Japan trade. 


The screw steamer Oxfordshire has been succeasfally laanched from 
the yard of Earle’s Shipbuilding and Engineering Company at Hull. 
She is sister ship to the Yorkshire, launched from the same yard a 
short time ago, and, like her, is intended for the East India trade. 
Her dimensions are—length between perpendiculars, 290 feet; breadth, 
23 feet; depth of hold 22 feet 3 inches ; engines of 200-horse power 
nominal; and burthen 1,457 tons builders’ measurement. She hag 
been built for the special accommodation of passengers for India, and 
has a deck-house built on her upper deck 122 feet long by 22 feet wide, 
and fitted to accommodate 24 first-class passengers and 16 second-class 
passengers. The vessel, which is owned by Messrs. Tindall, will be 
employed in the direct trade between Colombo and London. 


There has been launched from the building yard of the London and 
Glasgow Engineering and Iron Shipbuilding Company for Messrs. 
Allan C. Gow and Co., of Glasgow, a screw-steamer of about 2,200 
tons register, built to cluss 100 A, the highest class in Lloyd's books. 
Her dimensions are:—fiength, 330 feet; beam, 34 feet; and total 
depth, 24 feet 6 inches. The vessel is named the Glenroy. She will 
be fitted by her builders with compound surface-condensing engines 
of 250-horse power nominal. The Glenroy is the second vessel built 
by this company for Messrs. Gow and Co., specially for their East 
India trade, via the Suez Canal. 








Monetary and Commercial.

Tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received on the 
18th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta. £300,000; and to Bombay, £100,000. ‘The 
minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10}d. on all the Presi- 
dencies. Tenders on Calcutta at 1s. 11}d. will receive 41 per cent., 
and on Bombay at that price in full. An increased demand for 
remittances to the East is apparent. 


The half-yearly meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China was held on the 17th inst.; Mr. G. G. 
Nicol in the chair :— 


The secretary having read the notice convening the meeting, the pro- 
ceedings of the thirteenth annual general meeting held on the 18th 
April last were approved and confirmed. The report and interim state- 
ment of accounts for the half-year ending 30th June last were then 
taken as read. The Chairman explained, that that being the interim 
mecting only, he had no resolution to propose. The hopes expressed 
at the last meeting had heen to some extent realised, and ia consequence 
the present report was more satisfactory than the last. The improve- 
ment, however, was not so great as they could desire, owing to the very 
unfavourable state of the exchanges, There were many speculations as 
to the causes of that, but he believed it was mainly due to the excess 
of exports to the East, consequent on the low value of moncy in this 
country. We were now, he believed, on the eve of dearer money,and . 
au improvement in the exchanges might be expected in proportion as 
the exports to the East fell off. That improvement was already going 
on, and there was reason to suppose that the current half-year would 
show better than the last. He was happy to be enabled to assure them 
that the bank was in avery sound position. No bad debts had been 
made during the half-year, and there was nothing iu the books to justify 
any apprehension of losses in the current year. A vote of thanks to the 
chairman and directors concluded the proceedings. 


The following is the report and statement of accounts presented 
at the meeting :— 


The Directors now submit to the shareholders the half-yearly state- 
ment of accounts to 30th June last, showing a net profit of £43,047 2s. 
7d. A dividend of 3 per cent. for the above period, free of income tax, 
amounting to £22,500, is now declared, leaving a balance of £20,547 
2s. 7d. carried forward to next account. ‘The continued adverse state of 
Eastern exchanges during the whole of the half-year, has again seriously 
affeeted the profitable working of the bank; but, under these unfa- 
vourable circumstances, it is hoped the result may be considered not un~- 
satisfactory.

The ad interim meeting of the Oriental Bank was heldon the 


19th, Mr. James Blyth being in the chair. 

Mr. C. J. F. Stuart, the chief manager, having read the advertise- 
ment calling the meeting, the chairman explained that the object of the 
meeting was Merely to declare an ad interim dividend, and not to pass 
any resolution or to present accounts. He added his congratulations

The balance-sheet to 30th June states the profita for the half-year 
to have been £1,597 28, after writing off the whole of the balance 
(£896 14s. 11d.) of coal deficiency suspense account, and £5 off office 
furniture, which, together with £15 15s. 11d., the unappropriated 
Profit of the preceding half-year, makes the available balance 
£1,612 17s. 11d. Out of this sum the directors recommend the de- 
claration of a dividend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum, less 
income-tax, on the preference capital, and a dividend at the rate of 
7 per cent. per annum on the amounts paid up on the original 
capital, free from income-tax; the balance of £13 7s. 9d. to be car- 
ried forward to the profit of the succeeding half-year. The dividend 
to be payable on November 30 next. 

The committee of merchants appointed to confer with the ship- 
owners engaged in the China trade, with a view to a revision of 
their bills of lading, has now, we are happy to say, re-assembled, 
and there is every probability of the question being satisfactorily 
settled in a shorttime. We are glad to perceive that our contempo- 
rary the China Mail has taken up the matter, and we can readily be- 
lieve, with the extracts from current bills of lading which he quotes, 
that, in the midst of such a hedge of monstrous stipulations, he 
is unable to perceive where the shipowner’s responsibility begins. 

Last April we drew attention to the rates demanded for insur- 
ance on Tea and Silk from the Far East, and suggested that 
underwriters should charge a rate more commensurate with the 
riskrun. Weare glad to see that a reduction has now been made, 
to even a greater extent than we recommended. We suggested 
that the rate for silk should be reduced from 45s. to 353. We 


understand that it is now taken at 32s. 6d. by Holt’s line of 


steamers, plying through the Suez Canal. 

We regret to learn by private letters that the extensive floods 
at Tientsin, which resulted in so much loss of life among the 
natives, were also accompanied by serious damage to the houses 
and godowns of the European residents, many having four feet 
of water in them. Query : Will the Insurance offices make good the 
damage. Business is represented as having been brought to a 
standstill by this catastrophe, and, as at that season of the year 
Tientsin is expected to take off a large quantity of piece goods 
and other staples of import, the effect has exercised a depressing 
influence here. 

The gas works contracted for by Messrs. Miller Bros., of Glas- 
gow (as agents for Mesars, Siber and Brenwald, of Yokohama), 
have been completed by Messrs. Robert Laidlaw and Son, and are 
now in course of shipment per steamer Zadkia, to leave Glasgow 
for Yokohama and Hiogo on the 28th inst. 

Now that Brindisi is to be permanently used as the mail port 
for the India and China service, a special telegraphic cable is 
to be laid between that port and Alexandria, the present means of 
communication via Malta being inadequate. A company will 
soon be announced with a concession to carry out this work.

The following despatch, announcing the first meeting 
of the Commissioners appointed under the 12th Article 
of the Treaty of Washington of May 8, 1371, and en- 
closing the rules and regulations laid down by the 
Commissioners for the guidance of claimants In the 
presentation of their claims, was yesterday received at 
the Foreign Office from Henry Howard, Esq., Her 
Majesty's Agent for British Claims, and {s, with its en- 
closures, now published for the information and guid- 
ance of British claimants :— 
Washington, Oct. 8, 1871. 
My Lord,—I have the honour to inform your Lord- 
ship that the Commissioners appointed under the 12th 
Article of the Treaty of Washington of May 8, 1871, 
held their first meeting at the United States State 
Department on the 26th ult. After having exchanged 
the usual civilities, the Commissioners requested Count 
Corti to preside in future at the meetings of the Com- 
mission. Mr. Cox,a clerk in the United States State 
Department, was offered the post of Secretary to the 
Commission, but, as he requested tine to consider 
whether he would accept the appointment, Mr. 
McPherson was named Acting Secretary until Mr, 
Cox's decision was made known to the Commissioners. 


A draft form of rules and regulations for the 
transaction of the business of the Commission, which 
had been drawn up by Mr. R. 8. Hale, United States 
agent, and Mr. J. M. Carlisle, Her Majesty's Counsel, 
was then submitted for the approval of the Commis- 
sioners. Several amendments were made in the said 
rales, and the Commissioners then adjourned until the 
following day. On the next day the Commission again 
met at the same place. Mr. Cox signified his accept- 
ance of the post of Secretary to the Commission, and 
his salary was fixed at three thousand dollars a year. 
The rules and regulations, as amended, were then read 
and approved, and ordered to be printed, copy of which 
I have the honour to enclose herewith 


The Commissioners then adjourned until the 14th of 
November next, so as to allow time for the claimants to 
print their memorials and comply with the other pro- 
visions as laid down in the above-mentioned rales. 


I have published farther notice to claimants, copy of 
which I have the honour to inclose, informing them of 
the date of the first meeting of the Commission, and 
pointing out to them the necessity of filing thelr me- 
morials within six months of said date. 


The rules of the Commission being of so great a 
length, I have not thought it right to put Her Majesty's 
Governnient to the expenso of publishing them {n ex- 
Yeneo, and have, therefore, as your Lofdship will ses by 
referring to the last paragraph of my notice, requested 











such claimants as may desire enpics of said rules to 
apply to me for them. 


May I ask your Lordship to have a notice of a simli- 
lar kind inserted in the newspapers of Great Britalo 
and Ireland ?

Rules and regulations adopted by the Commissioners 
under the 12th Article of the Treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, concluded and signed 
at Washington, on the 8th day of May, a.p. 1871:— 

The following are the Articles of the Treaty relating 
to the Commission :— 

Article XII. 

The High Contracting Parties agree that all claims 
on the part of corporations, companies, or private Indl- 
viduals, citizens of the United States, npon the Govern- 
ment of Her Britannic Majesty, arising out of acts 
committed against the pergons or property of citizens 
of the United States during the period between the 
18th of April, 1861, and the 9th of April, 1865, incln- 
sive, not being claims growing out of the acts of the 
vessels referred to in Article I. of this Treaty, and all 
claims, with the like exception, on the part of corpo- 
rations, companies, or private individuals, subjects of 
Her Britannic Majesty, upon the Government of the 
United States, arising out of acts committed azainst 
the persons or property of sabjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty during the same period, which may have been 
presented to either Government for its interposition 
with the other, and which yet remain unsettled, as well 
as any other such claims which may be presented within 
the time specified in Article XIV. of this Treaty, shall 
be referred to three Commissioners, to be appointed in 
the following manner, that is to say: One:Commissioner 
shall be named by the President of the United States, 
one by Her Britannic Majesty, and a third by the Pre- 
sident of the United States and Her Britannic Majesty 
conjointly, and in case the third Commisstoner shall” 
not have been so named within a period of three months 
from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of 
this Treaty, then the third Commlasioner shall be 
named by the representative at Washington of His 
Majesty the King of Spain. In case of the death, ab- 
sence, or incapacity of any Commissioner, or in the 
event of any Conimlissioner omitting or ceasing to act, 
the Vacancy shall be filled fn the marnet hereinbefore 
provided for making tho ofiginal appointment; the 
peried of three months fa ease of sich aubstitution 
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being calculated from the date of the happening of the 
vacancy. 

The Commissioners so named shall meet at Wash- 
ington at the earliest convenient period after they 
have been respectively named ; and shall, before pro- 
ceeding to any business, make and subscribe a solemn 
declaration that they will impartially and carefully 
examine and decide, to the best of their judgment, and 
according to justice and equity, all such claims as shall 
be laid before them on the part of the Government of 
the United States and of Her Britannic Majesty, re- 
spectively, and such «declaration shall be entered on the 
record of thelr proceedings. 


Article XIII. 


The Commissioners shall then forthwith proceed to 
the investigation of the claims which shall be presented 
to them. They shall investigate and decide sach claims 
in sach order and such manner as they may think 
proper, but upon such evidence or information only as 
shall be furnished by or on behalf of the respective 
Governments. They shall be bound to receive and con- 
alder all written documents or statements which may 
be presented to them by or on behalf of the respective 
Governments in support of, or in answer to, any claim, 
and to hear, if required, one persén on each side on 
behalf of each Government, as counsel or agent for 
such Government, on each and every separate claim. 
A majority of the Commissioners shall be sufficient for 
an award in each case. The award shall be given upon 
each claim in writing, and shall be signed by the Com- 
missioners assenting to it. It shall be competent for 
each Government to name one person to attend the 
Commissioners as its agent, to present and support 
claims on its behalf, and to answer claims made upon 
it, and to represent it generally in all matters con- 
nected with the investigation and decision thereof. 


The High Contracting Parties hereby engage to con- 
sider the decision of the Commissioners as absolutely 
final and conclusive upon each claim decided upon by 
them, and to give full effect to such decisions, without 
any objection, evasion, or delay whatsoever. 


Article XIV. 


Every claim sha!l be presented to the Commissioners 
within six months from the day of their first meeting, 
unless in any case where reasons for delay shall be es- 
tablished to the satisfaction of the Commissioners, and 
then, in any such case, the period for presenting the 
cialm may be extended by them to any time not ex- 
ceeding three months longer. 


The Commissioners shall be bound to examine and 
decide upon every claim within two years from the 
day of their first meeting. It shall be competent for 
the Commissioners to decide in each case whether any 
claim has or has not Deen duly ntade, preferred, and 
laid before them, olthet wholly of to any and what ex« 
tent, according to the trae intent and meating of thie 
Treaty: 
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Article XV. 

All sums of money which may be awarded by the 
Commissioners on account of any claim shall be paid 
by the one Government to the other, as the case may 
be, within twelve months after the date of the final 
award, without interest and without any deduction, 
save as specified in Article XVL of this Treaty. 


Article XVI. 

The Commissioners shall keep an accurate record and 
correct minutes or notes of all their proceedings with the 
dates thereof, and may appoint and employ a secretary 
and any other necessary officer or officers, to assist 
them in the trangaction of the business which may 
come before them. 


Each Government shall pay its own commissioner 
and agent or counsel. All other expenses shall be de- 
frayed by the two Governments in equal moieties. 


The whole expenses of the Commission, including 
contingent expenses, shall be defrayed by a rateable 
deduction on the amount of the sums awarded by the 
Commissioners; provided always, that such deduction 
shall not exceed the rate of 5 per cent. on the sums so 


awarded. 
Article XVII. 


The High Contracting Parties engage to consider the 
result of the proceedings of this Commission as a fall, 
perfect and final settlement of all such claims as are 
mentioned in Article XII. of this Treaty upon either 
Government; and further engage that every such 
claim, whether or not the same may havo been pre- 
sented to the notice of, made, preferred, or latd before, 
the said Commission, shall, from and after the conclu- 
sion of the proceedings of the said Commission, be 
considered and treated as finally settled, barred, and 
thenceforth inadmissible. 


1 In addition to the representation of his claim, and 
the proofs in support thereof, which shall have been 
presented to his Government, the claimant shall file in 
the office of the Commission a statement of his claim, 
in the form of a memorial, accompanied by twenty 
printed copies thereof. 


In cases where the amonnt claimed is less than one 
thousand dollars, the memorials will be printed at the 
expense of the Commission, 


One copy of each memorial will, by the Secretary, be 
furnished to each Commissioner, and five copies to the 
agent of each Government. 


2, Every memorial shall state the full name of the 
@laimant, the place and time of his birth, and the place 
or a of his residence between the 13th day of 
April, 1861, and the 9th day of April, 1865, inclusive. 
If he be a naturalised citizen or subject of the Govern- 
ment by which his claim is presented, an authenticated 
copy of the record of his naturalisation shall be ap- 
pended to the memorial, and he shall stato whether he 
has taken any and what steps towards becoming natu- 
erie in any other country other than that of his 

rth. 


8, If the clatm be preferred In behalf af a firm or as- 
sociation of persons other than a corporation or joint- 
stock company the names of each person interested, 
both at the date of the claim accrued and at the date of 
verifying the memorial, must be stated, with the pro- 
portions of each person's interest. And all the parti- 
culars above required to be given in the case of indivi- 
dual claimants must be stated in respect of each mem- 
ber of such firm or association, unless the same be dis- 
pensed with on special order of the Commission. If 
any transfer of the c'aim, or any part thereof, has oc- 
ce the nature and mode of such tranafer must be 
stated. 


4. The memorial must state the particulars of the 
claim, the general Lge on which it is founded, and 
the amount claimed. It shall be verified by the oath 
or affirmation of the claimant, or, in the case herein- 
after provided, of his agent or attorney ; or if theclaim 
be by a firm or an incorporate association of persons, 
then by the oath or affirmation of one of them; or in 
the case of a corporation or joint-stock company, by 
the oath or affirmation of the president or other oiticer, 
Such oaths or affirmations may be taken, if in the 
United States or Great Britain, before any officer having 
authority, according to the laws of the place, to ad- 
minister oaths or affirmations, and they may be taken 
in tbe said countries, or elsewhere, before any Consul 
or Diplomatic Agent of either Government. The veri- 
fication may be by the agent or attorney only when 
verification by the claimant is substantially impractic- 
able, and can only be given at great inconvenienco. 
And in case ef verification by agent or attorney, the 
beg of the failure of the claimant to verify it shall be 
stated. 


Objection to the jurisdiction of the Commission, or 
to the sufficiency of the case stated in the memorial, 
may be made in the form of a demurrer, stating, with- 
out technical nicety, the substantial ground of the ob- 
jection. Any new matter, constituting a special ground 
of defence, may be stated in a plea, which inay be the 
subject of demurrer, and all demurrers may be set for 
hearing on a ten days’ notice. 


6. Every claimant shal) be allowed two months after 
the filing of his memorial to complete his proofs; and 
after the completion of his proofs, and notice thereof 

ven, two months shall be allowed for taking proofs 
for the defence, with such further extension of time in 
each case as the Commission on application may grant 
for cause shown. 

After the proofs on the part of the defence shall have 
been closed, the Commission will, when the claimant 
shall desire to take rebutting proof, accord a reasonable 
time for the purpose, 


6. All depositions, after the filing of the memorial, 
shall be taken on notice, specifying the time and place 
of taking, to be filed in the office of the Commission, 
with a copy of the interrogatorics, or a statement in 
writing by the counsel of the Government adducing 
the witness, showing the subject of the particular ex- 
amination with sufficient precision to be accepted by 
the counsel of the Government against whom such 
witness is to be produced, to be signified by his endorse- 
ment thereon. Such interrogatories or statement to be 
filed in the office of the Commission at least fifteen days 
before the day named for the examination, with one 
additional day for every 500 miles of distance from 
Washington to the place where the deposition 1s to be 
taken. When depositions are to be taken elsewhere 
than in North America, thirty days will be allowed. 


7. Every deposition taken in the United States shall 
be taken befors some officer authorised to take depos!- 
tions in cases pending in courts of the United States. 
Depositions in Great Britain and her possessions may 
be taken before any person authorised to take deposi- 
tions, to be used in courts of record, or any Justice of 
the Peace. Depositions in those countries or elsewhere 
may be taken before any Consul or Diplomatic Agent 
of either Goverament, 


In all cases the cross-examination of the witness may 
be by written interrogatories or orally, in the election 
of the party cross-examining. 


8. The Commissioners may at any time issue a spe- 
cial commission for the takiog of testimony, on the ap- 
plication of eithor party; such testimony to be taken 
either in written interrogatories or orally, as the Com- 
missioners may order. 


The Commissioners may also, on motion of either 
party, order any claimant or witness to appear per- 
aur, before them for exammation or cross-examina- 
tlon. 


9. When any original papers filed in the State De- 
partment of the United States or in the archives of the 
British Legation in Washington cannot be conveniently 
withdrawn from the files, copies thereof will be re- 
ceived in evidence, when certified by the State Depart- 
ment or by the British Legation, as the case may be. 


10. When the time has expired for taking proofs, or 
the case has been closed on both sides, the proofs will 
be printed under the direction of the Secretary, and at 
the expense of the Commission. ‘he argament for tho 
claimant shall be filed within fifteen days after the 

apers shall have been printed, and the case shall stand 
i hearing ten days thereafter, 


11 The Secretary will prepare, from time to time, lists 
of cases ready for hearing, either upgn demurrer or 
upon the merits, in the order in which they are entitled 
to be heard, or in which the counsel for the two Go- 
vernments shall agrce that they shall be heard. 


12. All cases will be subinitted on printed arguments, 
which shall contain a statemeut of the facts proven, 
and references to the evidence by which they are 
proven, and, in addition, ¢he counsel for the respective 
Governments will be heard whenever they desire to 
argue any cause bon Arguments of counsel for in- 
dividual claimants will be received, in print, when sub- 
mitted by the counsel of elther Government, and not 
otherwise. 


13. Claims against the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, respectively, will be entered in separate dockets 
kept by the Secretary. The dockets shall contain an 
abstract of all proceedings, motions, aud orders in cach 
case. 


14. The Sccretary will keep a record of the proceed- 
ings of the Commission upon each day of its session, 
which shall be read at the next meeting, and will then 
be signed by him and approved by the signature of the 
preceding Commissioner, 


15. The Secretary will keep a notice book, in which 
entries may be made by the counsel for either Govern- 
ment, and all entries so made shall be notice to the op- 
posing counsel. 


16. The Secretary shall provide books of printed 
forms, in which will be recorded the awards of the 
Commission, signed by the Commissioners concurring 
therein. The awards against each Government will be 
kept in a separate book. 


17. A copy of each award, certified by the Secretary 
of the Commission, will be furnished on request to the 
party upon whose claim such award shall have been 
made. 


18. The dockets, minutes of proceedings, and records 
of awards will be kept in duplicate, one of which will 
be delivered to each Government at the close of the 
duties of the Commission. 


19. The Secretary will have charge of all the books 
and papers of the Commission, and no papers shall be 
withdrawn from the files, or taken from the office with- 
out an order of the Commission.
